A letter just received from him 
’’somewhere’’ in the liberated is¬ 
land tells of the joy he experi¬ 
enced at being able to live in 
any sort of building after liv¬ 
ing in tents many months in 
Africa. He wrote as follows: 

’’During the Sicilan campaign 
we set up our hospital in build¬ 
ings which previously had been 
many times bombed. (Army 
buildings were more than wel¬ 
come after many months in tents 
in Africa). 

"Although we began receiving 
patients our first evening in these 
structures, there was still much 
work to be done in clearing out 
debris, shifting equipment around, 
bracing sagging ceilings etc. For 
this work we were assigned a 
large group of Italian prisoners 
of war. After watching them 
work with enthusiasm and vigor, 
day in and day out, under the 
hot sun I could not help but 
think that these men could have 
put up a much stlffer battle 
hid their hearts been in it. 

The raspect and friendliness 
shown by these people for the 
Americans makes me look for¬ 
ward wltlr encouragement to the

Report Phil Carter 
Shot Near Pine 
Knot At Big Bear 


A report from Pine Knot at 
Big Bear Lake that Phil Carter, 
son of Sierra Madre’s founder, 
had been shot over the heart 
and was sent to a San Bernar¬ 
dino hospital in a critical con¬ 
dition, took his sister, Mrs, 
Julia Henszey, to the latter city 
Tuesday. 

The word reaching here was 
that Mr. Carter, employed as a 
watchman at the Big Bear dam, 
west of Plile Knot, had been 
attacked by a former watchman 
who bore a grudge against his 
victim. Details of the shooting 
were lacking. 

Mr. Carter, a resident here all 
his life until several years ago 
when he sold his Sierra Madre 
home, formerly conducted two 
camps* In the Big Bear Valley. 
After selling them he operated 
a gas station in the valley, which 
became unproductive with the ad¬ 
vent of gas and tire rationing 
and a falling off in patronage at 
the San Bamardino mountain re¬ 
sorts. He then took the watch¬ 
man job. His assailant is said 
to have been his predecessor at 
the dam. 


School Children To 
Share War Effort 
By Buying Jeeps 

'During the last school semes¬ 
ter, the U. S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment asked patriotic school child¬ 
ren of the Nation through extra 
effort to purchase sufficient War 
Stamps to buy 10,000 Jeeps for 
the armed forces. The California 
quota was 755. An Indication of 
the patriotic spirit and the 
"know how" of school students 
was reflected In the final result 
which showed that 650 public, 
private and parochial schools 
quadrupled their quota by purch¬ 
asing 3195 Jeeps. 

A single job campaign for all 
southland schools has been an¬ 
nounced by Vlerllng Kersey, 
chairman of the "Schools-at- 
War” education comrfllTtee. The 
new "triple-threat" Jeep Cam¬ 
paign includes the regular Army 
Jeep at 1165, the Amphibian 
Jeep known as the "quack’’ at 
$2090, and the Flying Jeep of 
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Youths 14 and 15 years of age 
may meet school requirements by 
attending school 20 hours per 
week, leaving them free for 28 
hours of employment. 

"Youths 16, 17 and 18 years of 
age, may meet the legal require¬ 
ments by attending school four 
hours per week, leaving 44 hours 
for employment, but in so doing 
they make little or no school pro¬ 
gress and can enroll in no courses 
that prepare for college and few 
that will meet graduation re¬ 
quirements. 

"They should, if at all possible, 
attend school 20 hours a week 
and work 28. If they do this, 
they may graduate In regular 
time and meet all educational re¬ 
quirements.”

This question affects every bus¬ 
iness regardle.ss of size, for if 
the government ivtains control 
of the commanding heights of In¬ 
dustry the 7)asic industries 
it is but a question of time until 
the control is widened to engulf 
little business as well. 

Another question boluTrlng Mr. 
Sloan and others is how any in¬ 
dustry can reconvert for peace¬ 
time production if the govern¬ 
ment refuses to allow reserves to 
finance -such conversion. The 
pi'oblem is as important to little 
business as to the big fellows. 
Conversion will require more 
money than is left after taxes 
are paid and "without enough 
financial seed there can be no 
adequate harvest of post-war 
jobs and opportunities”. 

Mr. Sloan sees post-war plan¬ 
ning as a conflict between the 
"prixiucers and the spenders”. 
By ‘’producers” he means the 
productive forces in the nation— 
indu.stry, labor and agriculture 
united again.st the non-proihictive 
forces within government op. 
posed to continuation of the free 
enterprise system. Mr. Sloan 
sums up his remarks with the 
question: “After the war— 

what ?” 

Tlie Executive Committee of 
the AFL recently asked the .sjyne 
question substantially and came 
up with an answer in favor of 
free enterprise. 

Both Industry and labor may 
find them.selves allies in the post¬ 
war world fighting the encroach¬

Forty-nine elementary school 
districts in California, employ¬ 
ing a total of 2,487 teachers re¬ 
port that no teachers have re¬ 
signed to go to war industries. 
Forty-two districts, with a teach 
ing faculty of 1,717, reported 140 
teachers have gone into war in¬ 
dustries. Ii’orty-six elementary 
districts report no serious short¬ 
age of teachers anticipated. For¬ 
ty-one expected shortages, with 
'’c'-e'-al stating that shortages 
were in special fields, such as 
music, manual training, and men 
teachers for the elementary 
.schools. 

Only twenty-four of the ele¬ 
mentary districts were paying a 
starting salary as low as the 
$1,500 legal minimum. All ex¬ 
cept ten have already given spec- | 
ial war bonuses on teachers sal¬ 
aries ranging from $25 to $200 
a year, and one with a $450 a 
year bonus.
